Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 and 
the claims dependent thereon are allowable since the prior art of record do not disclose 
a method for manufacturing wet absorption yarns comprising the steps of feeding 
polypropylene yarns to a false twisting machine, feeding the yarns to a driving roller and 
a package roller for twisting the yarns, transferring the twisted yarns to at least one 
brush roller so that hairs are formed on the yarns, feeding the haired twisted yarns to at 
least one grooved roller, feeding the haired twisted yarns to at least one guiding wheel 
for stretching the yarn, and drying the yarns.
